TELEPHONE,  ELECTRIC  PO’.'/EE  MB  LIGHT,  WATER,  AITD  GAS  CO?gAlTI-ES 

The  General  Accounting  Office  is  now  requiring,  in  connection  with 
telephone,  electric  power  and  light,  water,  and  gas  service,  that  original 
contracts  or  agreements  or  schedule  of  rates  approved  hy  the  Public  Utili¬ 
ties  Commission  of  a  city  or  State  where  the  service  is  rendered  be  filed 
in  that  office.  Each  field  employee  of  the  Bureau,  v/hose  office  is  being 
furnished  with  any  of  the  service  indicated,  should,  therefore,  at  as  early 
a  date  as  practicable  transmit  to  this  office  the  original  and  one  addi¬ 
tional  copy  of  the  contract  or  agreement,  or  two  copies  of  the  schedule  of 
rates  approved  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  covering  such  service. 

If  the  company  rendering  the  service  has  no  regrlar  form  of  con¬ 
tract  or  agreement;  and  there  is  no  schedule  of  rates  in  effect,  then 
form  921-Bi  of  the  Bureau  can  be  adapted  to  cover  the  case,  or  a  form  of 
agreement  stating  the  kind,  period,  and  rate  of  service  may  be  drawn  up 
and  executed. 
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
